Artificial Incubation 
eggs Must Resetve Great Care In) 
Order To Secure Suecessful , 
Hatch 
Whether one is using the broody 
hen or the inciibator it Is & matter of 
firat importance that the oggs be 
produced by good healthy: breeding 
stock. The care the eggs receive has 
also much to da.with tho success of 
the hatch. -Mr, f. C. Elford, Domin- 
ion Poultry Husbandman, in Cirou- 
lar No. 71, entitled “Artificial Incu- 
bation,” pdints out that the fresher 
the egg the better the chance of a 
good hatch. Allowing broody hens to 
sit on the oggs before they are gath- 
ered is a matter of great importance, 
nor should the eggs be allowed to be- 
come chilled. If the eggs are to be 
kept severalydays before incubation, 
it- is recommended that they be kept 
in a covered container and not in an 
open Dasket which allows too much 
evaporation. For best results the 
eggs should be kept in a fairly even 
temperature of from’ fifty to sixty) 
degrees. 
only normal eggs for setting. Eggs) 
that are extra long, unusually short, 
or rough or thin in the shell as well 
as those that are double yolked) 
should be used for other purposes |

With the approach of Spring in 
Fastern Canada, the sap is running 
in the maple trees. Last year the 
quantity of maple sugar and maple 
syrup . produced in. Canada « was 
valued at $5,584,588. Of this total 


12,798,109 pounds of maple sugar 


was valued at $2,269,686, and 1,686,- 

583 gallons of maple syrup at $3,- 
314,902. . The province of Quebec is, 
the chief source of supply with On- 
tario the next largest producer. 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
account for comparatively small 
quantities of each product. 

There has been a great improve- 
ment ‘in recent years in the process 
of sugar making. The replacing of 
the open sap buckets and the old 
sugar kettle by the modern covered 
pails and rapid working evaporators, 
has raised the quality both of the 
syrup and sugar. — 

When the sap is in the maples, 
then is the time in some parts of 
Quebec and Ontario for sugaring 
parties, These are usually largely at- 
tended by young peo@le of both sex- 
es and are the scenes of much whole- 
some gaiety and fun.

The equation we get for every type 
of epidemic will be a something ob- 
tained by mathematics which will be 
of great help to medicine. It will be 
a hypothetical method of studying 
epidemics which will help the work 
of prevention in such an epidemic as 
the present one of influenza. Amaz- 
ingly wide search of records will 
have to be made to provide us with 
the figures we require. 

We know that an epidemic will 
die by exhausting its supply of ma- 
terial. It is rather like a plague that 
is eventually wiped out because it 
has killed everybody. Such things 
as these we know, There is much 
more to be discovered by equations.
